Oats 
will be cut from thirty to fifty per 
cent in the Peace River country and 
from ten to twenty-five per cent in 
Centra] and Southern Alberta. Barley 
will be cut some also, 


Conditons Favorable To Growth 


As noted in the previous report, 
seeding opened from two to four weeks 
earlier than last year, and operations 
have gone on well. The completion 
of the wheat seeding was marked by 
heavy rains and some snow, which will 
bring the crop forward rapidly, There 
is a good showing of wheat already 
above the ground in all three diy- 
isions of the province, and the pro- 
spects are favorable to a good crop.

THE TEMPLE — 
AT CARDSTON 


The Granite Temple at Cardston; 
the only building of its kind in Can- 
ada, although incomplete, is entirely 
unique, and the subject of much com- 
ment by some 6000 tourists and others 
who visited it during 1920, 

History 

On June 3rd, 1887, there arrived at 
Lees Creek, .Alberta, now the site 
the town of Cardston, a company 
immigrants from Utah. The land 
that time being unsurveyec, save the 
south boundary of. the Blood Indian 
Reservation, they “squatted” on the 
cpen pratries on and near the present 
location of the towh, the latter being 
then the homestead and pre-emption 
of Charles Ora Card, the leader of 
the colony. This he divided into 8 
acre squares with 99 foot streets be- 
tween. Almost in the geographical 
centre, and on the highest ele¥ation 
within the half mile, an eight acre 
block was given to the Church of Je- 
sus Christ of Latter Day Saints by 
this loyal pioneer. He called it ab- 
ernacle Square, and evicently intend- 
ed that on it theanain church for the 


= and district should some day be 


; 


erected. Soon others settled in what 
was then termed “Card Ward,” and 
by 1889 some 200 to 800 people had 
found here a new home. 

On July 27, 1918, in the presence 
of probably 1500 members and friends, 
Joseph F. Smith, president of the 
church, dedicated this Tabernacle 
Square as the'chureh site. 

On November 9 of the same year a 
large number of people gathered to 
witness the breaking of thé ground as 
the beginning of the erection of this 
building. Daniel Kent Greene, of 
Glenwoodville, turned the first sod. 
The corner stone was laid September 
19, 1915, and the capstone laying took 
place on the 23rd of September, 1917. 

Construction 

The temple proper, ane: the retain- 
ing wall, is built of a light gray gran- 
ite Eee the Nelson, B.C., quarries. 
The foundations, of reinforced con- 
crete, are 52 feet deep and in some 
cases 12 feet wide at the base. The 
building is lined with hollow _ tile, 
steel lathed and hard finish plastered, 
the latter covered with gauze to re- 
tain paint and = prevent cracking. 
Floors. and ceilings are of reinforeed 
concrete, fire proof anc: noiseless. 

Materials used in construction are; 
50,000 bags of cement, 3,680 tons of 
granite, 200 tons of steel and 14,000 
tons of sieved gravel, in addition to 
the ornamental wood furnishings for 
the interior, steel window and door 
fraines, steel grates, séveral carloads 
of marble and onyx and fittings, inlays, 
tile, etc. Plumbing and heating  fix- 
tures cost $60,000; electric wiring 
$8,085; roofing of apex $13,000; sky 
lights’ of prismatic glass $19,111. Es- 
timated total cost of builcing, heating 
plant and decoration of grounds is 
$300,000, plus estimated cost of inter- 
ior furnishings, something more than 
$100,000, making in all a grand total 
of $1,000,000, Baths and toilets are of 
white marble, trimmed with nickel 
and silver. A ventilating system of 
warmed, scoured and moistened air, 
thermostat_heat regulators, latest and 
best electrical furnishings, private 
lighting system and mocern heating 
plant, characterizes the whole build- 
ing. \ 

Architecture 


Approaching the town®of Cardston 
from any direction, the large white 
straight lines of the temple are the 
first thing that greet and attract the 
eye. It has the Grecian massiveness, 
a Peruvian touch, and is similar only 


and South America, ruins of which 
have been discovered in recent years. 

The main structure is of octagonal 
shape or of a Maltese cross ground 
plan, being 118 feet square, and is 
supported on its four sides by a solid 
granite retaining wall 165x165 
the latter being 10 feet high. 

The Couble approach from the west 
leads up broad granite steps towards 
the large steel gates surmounted by 
bronze lamps, An outside fish pond, 
12x80 feet, between the two approach- 
es, is fed by a stream of water falling 
out of a solid granite wall. On. this 
wall is to be engraven a frieze of cast 
concrete. The subject, 20 feet wide 
and 8 high, is that of Jesus and “The 
Samaritan Woman at the Well.” 

On either side of this pool are stone 
steps leading up to steel gates and 
into a tile-covered outer’ court, 32x90, 


feet, 


similar to the “Court of the Gentiles’ 
of former day temples. On all sides 
and in the court itself are ornament- 
al flower beds, and small gold-fish 
ponds fed by a streamlet of/ water 
coming out of the stone, and rather 
typifying the stone which Moses 
struck for the Children of Israel.

On entering’the Annex, to the-left 
is the récorders’ office and a vault for 
records;..to, the right, a small cloak 
room and supply wardrobe. Further 
on are two large clonk rooms, one to 
the-right and.a room to:accommodate 
the “Temple Workers," and an elec- 
trically equipped culinary department 
of modern design. Continuing to the 
right is a small launcry with steam 
coil heaters and driers. )These rooms 
are finished in oak, with tinted and 
stencilled ceilings and! painted walls. 
From these rooms entrance again is 
directly in front of the outside door to 
the temple proper into the assembly 
room. This is furnished. with a small 
stand and pulpit an@ has a capacity 
of 150, Walls are -panelled, all wood 
work of natural colored oak with very 
little inlay. The floor’ is buf€ colored 
tile; ceiling 30 feet high, beautifully 
tinted, while the mural decorations 
comprise a frieze of almost life size 
figures, ; : 

The subjects of the four large group 
decorations are of prehistoric’ Ameri- 
can origin as described.in a sacred re- 
cord of the “Western MWemisphere 
known as the Book of Mormon. The 
centre panel shows the administration 
of the Sacrament among the Nephites 
(Ancient Americans) by the Saviour, 
thus confirming the Indlan tracition 
of the Saviour’s appearance among 
them on this continent hundreds of 
years ago; the south panel illustrates 
the “Preaching of Repentance”; the 
north panel depicts upon an altar the 
burning sacvifice offering. The other 
parts Of this frieze are landscapes. 
The walls proper are of glazed finish 
of silver gray. 

Returning to,the, Annex, one hall 
leads to the right for men and one to 
the left for womten. ‘These rooms, 
which are separated into individual 
booths, are on the north and south of 
the Baptistry, the latter being directly 
in the centre part of the building, 
Marble steps lead from each room to 
the Baptistry, in which is a large steel 
white tile-lineé baptismal font, which 
rests on the backs of twelve life-sized 
oxen, of granite and concrete, stand- 
ing a few/feet below the floor level, 
; These oxen symbolize the twelve 
tribes of Israel, and are in groips of 
three, facing the cardinal points of 
the compass. Twelve marble pillars, 
extending from floor to ceiling inthe 
baptistry, are arranged in groups of 
three in each of the.four corners of 
the room. These are emblematical 
of the twelve sons of Jacob, or the 
twelve apostles of the Lord. The room 
is furnished With four large bronze 
chandeliers of most modern and ar: 
tistic design; is finished in Tennessee 
marble’and oak, with aening 30 feet 
high. 


Seats are proveced for those in 
waiting, also a desk at the font anda 
pluge for witnesses, for each rite of 
this holy house is attested by witnes- 
ses. 

Through a double marble stairway 
access is gained to lecture room num- 
ber one, or the Creation room, This 
has a’seating capacity of 100, the lec- 
turer's platform being raised about 
eight inches above the floor level. 
Walls are panelled and finished in oak 
with ebony and maple inlay. The dec-

THE UNEMPLOYED 


The situation in regard to wnei- 
ployment in Canada Is sulliciently ser- 
ious to demand careful attention, If 
it be true, as is reported from Ottawa, 
that twenty-tive per cent of our Can- 
adian workmen are now out of work, 
it is much worse than many of us had 
dreamed. And amongst these outof- 
works are many returned — soldiers. 
The outlook is not good. ‘There is 
sonie little building going on, but so 
long as it costs $338,000 to put up a 
building that could have been erected 
for $18,000 in 1916 there is little hope 
of a revival in building, And the} 
price of living still remains so high 
that even steady work at highest 
wages {s barely sufficient to keep a 
man and his family in comfort. Under 
these circumstances, to be out of work 
means speedy starvation, unless help 
is afforded promptly. 

It cannot be denied that a few of the 
men who are out of work are of the 
most undesirable type, who aspire to 
overthrow our government and to es- 
tablish in its place a proletariat auto- 
cracy such as obtains in Russia, But 
the percentage of such men is small 
and ig contined mainly to those who 
come from other countries, Whose ex- 
perience with governments has been 
only such as -to breed profound dis- 
trust, The bulk of our Canadidn, worky 
erg are not of this type und do not de- 
serve to be classed with it. They are, 
in the main, intelligent, honest and in- 
dustrions, and they are out of work 
simply as a result of the present un- 
fortunate business uncertainty. What

But if men are led to look upon the

Cut while in the milk or 
just going into daw, do not let it lie 
and dry out, cut itand put it into the 
silo at once. Cows, sheep, pigs, calves 
and chickens feed on ensilage. It will 
be a surprise to'the most skeptical. 

One will see a‘large increase over 
loss in breeding:season. When an an- 
imal will lose its young it is due to 
the animal's system being in a run- 
down condition; by feeding ensilage 
one will overcome this loss. 

Dry oat sheaves placed in silo out- 
side of ensilage will take up the gut- 
plus juice and cattle will ent every 
straw. One should have a silo large 
enough to feed for six months. 

All material used in silos should 
have an abundance of resin and pitch 
and not be treated with creosote. .Cre- 
osote does riot prevent warp. The on- 
ly material that’ hus stood the test 
in silos is the longleaf yellow pine, 
its record is 21 years. 

There are a great many people who 
know all about longleaf yellow pine, 
as It is sometimes called. A silo built 
from this. material will stand in any 
kind of weather such as seen in North 
Dakota, Montana, Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta. No metal should 
be used in joints, as the acid will get 


ag at a nail holo. Air will get in, the 
ensilage will sour and its worth for 
| feeding/is gone. All joints should be 
{self drained, self adjustable hoops 
| should be used on every silo, and an 
anchoring system. There should not 
be any metal in a silo that cannot be 
removed without. affecting the silo. . 

In buying « silo, a person should 
look well into.the material to see if 
it hag plently!of resin and pitch with- 
out being treated. Creosote treatment 
will turn ensilage to a dark brown 
color, and stock are not so greedy for 
it, Silos should not be built over 16 
fect in dinmeter; after that it will 
lose its barrel effect, and is liable to 
| cave in when empty. Ten tons of en- 
‘silage can be put into a space that 
‘holds one ton of hay. People should 
I hook into a. silo ag an investment, as 
it ig not a:gamble. 

A silo will pay. for itself in nine 


months.

Donaldson line. 

Mr. Marshal] is naturally anxious to 
be in the old country a short time 
before the shipment arrives in order 
that arrangements tan be made for 
them to be seen by a goodly number 
of farmers and breeders, 

In connection with the enterprise 
Mr. Marshall has also decided to make 
a thorough investigation of all phases 
of a possible beef trade with Great 
Britain: 

Sailing on the same ship with Mr. 
Marshall will be John Wilson of In- 
nisfail;and William Spurrell, specially 
commissioned to look into the possi- 
bilities of a chilled meat trade with 
Great Britain. 

A good deal has been said and a 
considerable amount written with re- 
spect to the value and importance 
of a chilled meat trade as well as a 
live cattle trade with Britain, said Mr. 
Marshall, and so many statements 
of a contradictory ‘nature have been 
made, and the situation being of such 
a serious nature, the government of 
Alberta has determined to make a 
careful investigation, and has also de- 
cided that this must be begun at once, 
as 2 market for our cattle next October 
is the most serious problem that we 
have to face in this western province. 

The minister of agriculture is. very 
confident that if the embargo is re- 
moved the situation for the immediate } 
present will be solved, but if jt is not, 
he believes the condition to be ser- 
ious enough to demand a good deal of 
well directed attention and effort, At; 
the last annual meeting of the United 
Farmers of Alberta; a committee was 
appointed to take up the question of } 
a chilled beef trade with Britain. This | 
committee has held several meetings 
and discussed ‘the matter once with 
the minister of agriculture and upon 
another occasion William Spurrell, a 
member of the committee, waited on 
Premier Stewart and the Hon, Duncan 
Marshall to discuss the question. The 
two members of the government as- 
sured Mr. Spurrell that they were pre- 
pared to give his committee any. reas- 
their 
work, j s 

At a recent meeting of the United 
Fermers of Alberta the matter was 
discussed in connection with the pro- 
position made by the provincial min- 
ister of agriculture to have the mat- 
ter investigated, with the result that 
the investigation was left in the hands 
of Mr. Marshall, who has appointed a 
man to represent the department of 
agriculture and a member of the 
United Farmers .of Alberta committee | 
to go into the whole question. The | 
department will ‘be represented by) 
John Wilson of Innisfail, vice preési- 
dent of the Alberta Cattle Breeders’ 
Association, and a man whose exper- 
ience as an old country butcher will 
stand him in very good stead in mak- 
ing the investigation. 

The minister believes that Mr. Wil-| 
son has connections in the old land 
that will enable him to obtain first 
hand information and is confident that| 
his information will be gathered and} 
compiled with the greatest possible | 
care and thoroughness. The member! 
of the United Farmers committee sel-| 
ected is William Spurrell, who is also 
an old countryman, has a knowledge | 
of the cattle business in England, and 
who can be depended upon to push 
the inquiry in an energetic and effect- 


ive way. 

Mr, Aiarshall believes that there is | 
no use of trying to make plans for a| 
chilled meat trade or any other kind | 
of a trade until it is first determined | 
what market conditions are at the! 
other end and what kind of beef Al 
berta could supply. | 

If anything can be done to secure! 
markets this fall, Mr, Marshall thinks | 
it should certainly be attempted. Mr. 
Marshall expects to be gone about two 
months,
